The London papers contain a despatch from 
Count Villa Flor, giving the particulars of Don 
Miguel's squadron attack upon Terceira, which 
proved quite as disastrous to the expedition as 
was represented by an arrival at New-York 
from St. Michaels. The batteries were defend- 
ed by only 400 men. The attack was made on 
the llth of August by a fleet of 1 oe 
line, 4 frigates, 2 corvettes, 4 brigs, 2 schrs. and 
other vessels, in all 22, having on board 4000 
troops. They went into the bay im a thick fog 
and commenced firing before the people on shore 
were aware of their arrival. After firing tll 4 
P. M. the first division of 1000 men landed, and 
were all killed or taken prisoners. The de- 
struction on board the fleet was great, and five 
gun-boats were destroyed, and five others taken.
